Here, on a huge concrete slab, 
trucks are washed

high pressure hose 
each night. 
N ewest angle is th e daily w ash­ 
ing of garbage cans. 
This ser­ 
vice has ju st been 
installed by 
Parkhurst. 
For from four to five 
cents daily per can this washing 
is done in a huge ammonia so­ 
lution tank. 
The m ain purposes 
are, of 
course, 
sanitation 
and 
cleanliness. 
Many 
local 
hotels 
and restaurants and some homes 
as well, h ave availed themselves 
of this service at cost, Parkhurst 
reported. 
N ext to the w ashing platform 
is the galvanized 
iron 
storage 
shed for city 
trucks 
and other 
equipm ent. 
Cleaned Up 
Much has

under 
P ark h u rst’s supervision in clear­ 
ing up the city dum p and m aking 
it more efficient. 
The dum p is 
operated by the departm ent with 
David Jones contracting for its 
care. 
A t present two trucks are u til­ 
ized in 
city 
w aste 
collection 
work. 
Each of 
these 
has two 
men. 
The 
trucks 
first concen­ 
trate on collection dow ntow n and 
then the residential districts as 
sw iftly as possible. 
Garbage, by a n eat system of 
loading and unloading at the dis­ 
posal plant, is trucked there first 
by the city trucks 
and 
hauled 
aw ay im m ediately by a rancher, 
who contracts for it on a yearly 
basis, providing a substantial in­ 
come for th e city. 
Long Hours 
Em ployees' on th e trucks start 
in at 5:30 each m orning and finish 
up about 4 o’clock in the after­ 
noon, spending about ten hours 
on the job. 
It is P ark h u rst's opinion that 
the present schedule of rates in 
the w aste 
disposal 
departm ent 
could be changed 
to everyone’s 
benefit. The rate should be based 
on q uantity 
of w aste 
collected 
and the tim es of service required, 
he believes, and not on the num ­ 
ber of room s in a hom e o r hotel 
or the num ber of stools in a cafe.

H a rd ly wa* the election over, 
w h e n the new spaper m en of the 
co u n try , most of whom had sup­ 
p o rte d W endell W illkie, pleaded 
fo r national unity and announced 
th e y would back up the P resi­ 
d e n t. 
Then along comes Secre­ 
ta r y Harold Ickes and prods them 
ag ain . Stating that the President 
w as elected with less than 23 per 
c en t of the Press, he adds: 


“This 
reveáis 
an 
unprece­ 
d e n t e d 
and 
progressively 
perilous 
situation 
requiring 
public consideration. Although 
w e are fortunate in having free 
com m unication over the air, I 
am convinced that our 
dem o­ 
cracy needs, more than ever 
before, a truly free press that 
represents no class or economic 
group and that will re-w in the 
confidence of our citizens. 


W hat 
does 
Mr. 
Ickes 
mean 
about free comm unication over 
th e air? The Democratic N ational 
C om m ittee had to PAY the radio 
stations for every cam paign ad­ 
dress made by the President and 
his supporters, w hile ihe new s­ 
papers published all of t h e s e 
speeches FREE. Of course, t h e 
sam e is true of the W illkie cam ­ 
paign. It was only in their edi­ 
torial pages and personal col­ 
um ns that the new spaper editors 
staled their personal opinions, but 
Mr. Ickes w ants to deny them 
th at right. These so-called FREE 
radio stations do not have editors, 
and the ow ners either do not dare 
to go on the air to cxprrss l'reir 
personal opinions or they haven't 
the courage to do so. Everything 
they put out is paid f:r. 
Just 
like a new spaper that has n o th ­ 
ing but advertising. I suspect it 
Mr. Ickes checked up on how ihe 
radio operators voted, he would 
find them in the sam e camp w ith 
the new spaper men. If the news- 
sapors followed his advice, they 
would change their opinions at 
rre ry eleciion and support only.

air force will not be idle. 
"If it is im practicable or at 
least exceedingly difficult for 
an arm y to cross 25 miles of 
channel, w hat valid grounds are 
th e re for supposing th at a large 
arm y can cross 3,000 miles of 
ocean to invade a continent?

w ill 
inquire—why 
should it not be possible for 
G erm any to seize bases in M ex­ 
ico or C entral A m erica and a t­ 
tack 
from 
those 
countries. 
Again, 
that 
presupposes 
an 
overw helm ing sea power. But 
even if that sea pow er were 
present, there would again be 
the sam e difficulties of a 3,000 
mile long line of com m unica­ 
tion for an invading arm y. And 
an arm y once landed m ust cross 
an exceedingly difficult terrain 
before ever arriving at the T ex­ 
as border. I think th at hypo­ 
thesis may be safely dismiss­ 
ed.” 


All w e need to do to keep out 
of the w ar is not to get into it. 
G erm any and Japan have their 
hands so lull it is doubtful that 
they will attem pt to lake on. a n ­ 
other form idable enemy as pow ­ 
erful as America. 
It is the duly of every citizen 
to cooperate w ith the governm ent 
in th e national defense program, 
that 
A m erica m ay become so 
strong that no foreign nation will 
trifle w ith us. T hat is th e pledge 
we owe to the boys who fought 
for democracy in the W orld W ar, 
and to those who w ill have to 
fight if w ar comes again.

America, and a dictatorship will
